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Petition calls 
for shake-up 
in healthcare 


A RESIDENT has started a petition 
calling for a shake-up in GP provision 
in Haverhill. 

Simon Edwards said problems get¬ 
ting a GP appointment had been on¬ 
going since the town’s walk-in centre 
closed in 2012. 

And he said the pressure would 
only get worse when the 2,500-home 
Great Wilsey Park development and 
the 1,150-home Northwest Haverhill 
Development are built. 

Mr Edwards launched his petition 
on Tuesday and has already gathered 
nearly 700 names. 

He said: “I thought that if I could 
get a collective voice of Haverhill to¬ 
gether via a petition, then hopefully 
I can get a meeting with some of the 
managers of local health centres. 

“Soon people aren’t going to be 
able to get an appointment and 
they’ll think: I’m going to put it off’. 
And that’s when something serious 
happens.”

The petition has already been 
signed by 689 people, and Mr Ed¬ 
wards is aiming for 1,000 signatures. 

A spokesperson for the Haverhill 
Family Practice said: “Patients will be 
aware, through the national press, of 
the difficulties GPs are facing due to 
a nationwide shortage. Our doctors 
have a higher than average patient to 
doctor ratio and this causes increased 
pressure and workload. We are hop¬ 
ing to make changes in the near fu¬ 
ture to improve access. 

“We would like to stress to our pa¬ 
tients to look at alternative advice 
streams such as using local phar¬ 
macies for minor illnesses and ail¬ 
ments as this can clog up the scarce 
appointments that we have and stop 
more serious cases being seen in a 
more timely manner.” 

Andy Eley, of the West Suffolk 


Clinical Commissioning Group, said: 
“Haverhill is not alone. Nationally 
and locally there are more demands 
on all public and voluntary services. 

“A specific challenge for the NHS 
and social care is that people more 
commonly than ever before have 
several long-term conditions which 
makes care more complex. That is 
why we are working on plans for join¬ 
ing up services to maximise support 
for people and encouraging people to 
take up healthier lifestyles. 

“We don’t have all the solutions, so 
we would welcome a chance to speak 
to those who set up the petition.”

Burglary leaves 
family in shock 


A FATHER has spoken of his 
shock after arriving home 
to find burglars looting his 
house. 

Ercan Bober, who runs 
Magic Touch dry cleaners in 
Haverhill High Street, was 
driving home with his wife, 
Hatica, on the afternoon of 
Saturday, April 2, when he 
encountered the criminals. 

He arrived in Mustards 
Gapp, a quiet residential 
road, just after 3pm to see 
a dark grey Mercedes with 
three people in it turning 
round. 

Mr Bober, 39, said: “I was 
thinking: ‘They want to drop 
something off’.” 

But then two men came 
out of his house carrying his 
safe. 

“I came out of the car and I 
shouted: ‘Hey, that’s mine!’ I 
tried to stop them,” he said. 

Mr Bober stood in the 
road to try to stop the Mer¬ 
cedes but he had to jump 
out of the way to avoid being 
hit and it drove off. 

“We were just shocked,” 
he said. 

Mr Bober called the po-

lice, who arrived five min¬ 
utes later, but by then the 
thieves had disappeared. 
There was jewellery and 
cash in the safe. 

“I feel very upset because 
I saw them in front of my 
house,” said Mr Bober. 
“I’m not comfortable in the 
house. You know someone’s 
been walking in your house, 
walking in your bedroom. 
We don’t want to go out of 
the house because we think 
they may be coming back.” 

He said that one of the 
most upsetting things was 
that he had seen the driver 
of the Mercedes “face to 
face” before the car sped off. 

Mr and Mrs Bober and 
their 16-year-old son Akrem 
have lived in Haverhill for 
six-and-a-half years and 
moved into the house in 
Mustards Gapp three-and-a 
-half years ago. 

Mr Bober sponsors Haver¬ 
hill Rugby Club and Haver¬ 
hill Borough Football Club. 


He said about his street: 
“No-one’s got cameras be¬ 
cause we think it’s a very nice 
area. Sometimes I’ve left my 
car door open by mistake. 
We didn’t expect this to hap¬ 
pen at three o’clock in the 
afternoon. I don’t know how 
it happened.” 

He said that his family 
now planned to set up more 
security measures at their 
home to keep them and 
their property safe. 

He said: “We can’t sleep 
because it’s so difficult. It’s a 
horrible feeling.” 

Police have issued an ap¬ 
peal for anyone who saw 
anything suspicious in the 
Mustards Gapp area, or wit¬ 
nessed the Mercedes leaving 
the town, to come forward. 

“Just try and help us if you 
have seen someone, or if 
you have got the registration 
number,” said Mr Bober.

Corn Exchange ‘should 
be a multi-arts venue’

MUSICIANS are calling for 
Haverhill’s crumbling Corn 
Exchange to be converted 
into a multi-arts venue 
where up-and-coming 
bands can play. 

Cambridge 105 DJ Dave 
Hammond says he has 
the backing of several lo¬ 
cal bands for his vision that 
the derelict building could 
provide a venue unlike any 
other in Haverhill. 

The historic structure is 
currently up for sale and the 
town council has just a fort¬ 
night to decide whether they 
want to make a bid for it. 

Mr Hammond, who lives 
in Shetland Road, said: “I 
would describe it as a mul¬ 
ti-arts venue... that would 
cover lots of different arts, 
not just music, and would 
also offer services to young 
people, arts and crafts work¬ 
shops. It’s something that 
the town doesn’t have. 

“With the town expanding 
as quickly as it has done over 
the last ten or 20 years, it’s 
something that the council 
have really got to look at. At 
the moment so many people 
have got to go out of town to 
try and see a band.” 

He said he saw the pro¬ 
posed new venue as a com¬ 
plimentary “satellite venue” 
to the Haverhill Arts Centre, 
rather than a competitor. 

He added that it could also 
contain “pop-up shops” sell¬ 
ing books, records and crafts. 

Mr Hammond said he and 
a group of musicians would 
be going to the town coun¬ 
cil’s meeting about the Corn 
Exchange on Monday to put 
forward their ideas. 

Matt Plumb, one of the 
musicians hoping to attend, 
said a space like this would

Bag a grant 
for a green 
project 

HAVERHILL residents are being 
urged to apply for a grant for a 
local environmental project. 

The Tesco “Bags of Help” 
scheme gives out funding 
raised through the new com- 
pulsary 5p plastic bag charge to 
environmental schemes. 

There are three grants availa¬ 
ble in the Haverhill region: one 
of £8,000, one of £10,000 and 
one of £12,000. The money will 
only be spent if there are suc¬ 
cessful applications. 

Projects funded by these 
grants must improve a publicly 
accessible open space in some 
way.

He added: “At the moment 
if you wanted to practise in 
Haverhill and use a dedi¬ 
cated space, it’s just not pos¬ 
sible.” 

Mr Plumb set up his own 
music night at the Bull to try 
and combat the lack of op¬ 
portunities for young musi¬ 
cians in Haverhill. 

Musician Dave Brittain 
added: “It would be nice to 
make it more like a commu¬ 
nity space rather than just 
another block of flats, make 
it a bit more personal. 

“It seems to have got 
tougher - it must be soul 
destroying, especially for 
younger bands. It would be 
nice to have a place for mu¬ 
sicians to go.” 


He said he knew hundreds 
of bands from Haverhill and 
the wider area who would be 
keen to play at a venue like 
this. 

Mr Hammond said even if 
the council chose not to bid, 
or their bid was not success¬ 
ful, he and the other musi¬ 
cians would consider ap¬ 
proaching the new owners 
of the building to discuss the 
possibility of an arts venue.

ing with life-threatening illnesses.

Sound advice 
on benefits 

THE four-year freeze to working-age 
benefits and tax credits, which starts 
this week, will add to the pressures 
that millions of families already face 
in meeting everyday costs. 

The freeze essentially erodes the 


value of benefits and is set to affect a 
large number of claimants. 

As a charity supporting people in 
financial hardship, we know that 
other significant benefit changes 
taking place this month and beyond 
are also likely to cause concern. 

This includes a change in the tax 
credit 'income rise disregard' - the 
amount a claimant's income can 
increase in-year without seeing a 
reduction in tax credit entitlement. 
April also brings changes to support 
for housing costs, a reduction in 
Universal Credit Work Allowances 
and the introduction of a new single 
tier state pension.

Five put names forward to be 
new county police commissioner

CANDIDATES for the Suffolk Police 
and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
election have been announced. 

Tory incumbent Tim Passmore, 
Labour’s Cath Pickles, Lib Dem Hel¬ 
en Korfanty, UKIP’s Simon Tobin 
and Green Terence Carter are all up 
for election on May 5. 

Current PCC Tim Passmore says 
that his last three-and-a-half years 
have been “a very good launch pad”. 

Luture priorities for him include 
tackling domestic violence and se¬ 
curing Suffolk’s coastal borders. He 
also places a high emphasis on vic¬ 
tim commissioning, which means 
working with charities to provide 
support for victims, and wants to 
reform prisons to train inmates so 
they have skills when released. 

He said the decision to close Bury 
St Edmunds magistrates’ court was 
“ridiculous” and is lobbying for a 
pop-up court in Haverhill. 

Labour candidate Cath Pick¬ 
les says she knows what victims 
of crime go through as her own 
daughter was the victim of a violent 
crime in 2007/8. She has been a 


district councillor and a council of¬ 
ficer. 

She said that her priorities as PCC 
would be tackling violent crime, 
domestic violence and sexual ex¬ 
ploitation. She says if necessary she 
would reallocate money from rural 
crime to tackle these issues. 

She also pointed out that gun li¬ 
cences cost Suffolk £100,000 a year, 
and said she would lobby govern¬ 
ment to make these cost-neutral. 

Lib Dem Helen Korfanty has 


experience of the justice system 
through her job as a solicitor. 

She said that the police force is 
paying for video links to court that 
should be funded by the Ministry 
of Justice, and would lobby govern¬ 
ment to change this to save money. 

She also hopes to save funds by 
improving police efficiency, and to 
improve victims’ access to follow- 
on services in areas such as domes¬ 
tic violence and mental health. 

UKIP candidate Simon Tobin said 


his priorities would be focusing on 
inner town crime and consulting 
residents on their priorities. 

He said he would place an em¬ 
phasis on recruitment into the 
police force, particularly among 
ethnic minorities, to build on work 
already being done on social inte¬ 
gration. He would also lobby gov¬ 
ernment to reverse cuts to the force. 

Green Terence Carter says that 
his focus would be on protecting 
vulnerable people. He has a unique 


perspective on this, having been 
homeless, a victim of domestic 
abuse, and being disabled. 

He wants to work with charities 
to improve support for vulnerable 
people throughout the justice sys¬ 
tem, and to make sure officers are 
properly trained to help them, 

He also wants to improve en¬ 
gagement, both by making use of 
new technologies and by increasing 
face-to-face contact between the 
public and police officers.

THIEVES stripped a church 
roof of lead inWestWratting. 

The Rev Canon John Fel¬ 
lows has described the theft 
as “dreadful” and will mean 
money will now have to be 
raised to repair the roof of St 
Andrew’s Church.

“It has not come at the 
best time as I am retiring on 
Sunday and I don’t think we 
will be able to hold my last 
service in the church.” 

Mark Addley who lives in 
the village, said residents 
had pulled together to help. 

He said: “There is a fantas¬ 


tic community spirit in West 
Wratting. A team of people 
pulled together to tempo¬ 
rarily protect the roof until 
contractors could get on 
site.” 

Police have appealed for 
information. 

A spokeswoman said: “It 
is believed that unknown 
offenders entered the grave¬ 
yard overnight between 
April 8-9 and used a set of 
extension ladders to climb 
on to the 30ft roof of the 
church.”

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Egg, chips and death: 
the drama of Dad’s war 


When Jane Bower started 
reading her father's wartime 
diaries, she didn't expect 
that they - or, rather, 
he - would become the 
subject of her latest one- 
woman show. “It’s a very 
painful and poignant part 
of his life,*’ she tells Emma 
Higginbotham. 


J ANE Bower is a busy lady. A teacher who 
brings the arts to children around the UK and 
abroad, and a professional actress specialising 
one-woman shows, she rarely has time for a 
sit-down. 

But, following an operation, it was precisely 
being made to sit down that gave Jane the subject 
of her latest production. 

Facing six weeks of enforced rest, she began to 
read her father's wartime diaries - and what she 
read astonished, delighted and moved her. That's 
why next week, the 60-year-old will take to the 
stage again - this time as a 19-year-old man. Her 
father, Len. 

"I thought 'I'm holding history here; this has 
to be heard'," recalls Jane, the diaries in her lap. 
"And it really has been such a privilege that he 
allowed me to read them, never mind get up on 
stage and bring them to life." 

Jane, who lives in Girton, has been performing 
one-woman shows for more than 30 years. "I'm 
fascinated by what one person can do with an 
empty stage. There's a space, there's a human 
being - where are they going to take us?" 

And acting alone holds no fear for her: "To 
many it would be awful, but I am a teacher, so 
every day of my working life I perform to a captive 
audience!" 

Her first one-woman show focused on the 
much-loved entertainer Joyce Grenfell. But, as 
Maureen Lipman was doing a Grenfell show 
at the same time, Jane had to write to ask 
permission to perform her own: "She responded 
very graciously, and said 'Yes, and if ever I'm 
indisposed when playing Joyce, I'll send for you'!" 

Out of that play came a fascination with a 
distant cousin of Grenfell's, Ruth Draper, "who 
nobody's ever heard of, because she was 
never filmed, but she was known in her 
time as the greatest actress ever. Frankly 
she was 10 million times more gifted 
than Joyce Grenfell, which Joyce 
acknowledged. So that became my 
next show." 

Meanwhile, Jane went to see 
Lipman on stage, "and it was brilliant. 

So I wrote to her and said: 1 don't 
know whether you remember 
me, but I wrote years ago 
and asked permission to do 
Joyce; it was lovely to 
see your show'. 

She wrote back 
and said 
'Yes, I 




remember you. My next project is going to be the 
actress Ruth Draper'. So I wrote immediately and 
said 'If you want a show I have written one!"' 

To her delight, Jane was summoned to 
Lipman's London home. "She said 'I need to see 
you perform, give me something', recalls Jane, 
mimicking Lipman's voice to perfection. "So I 
moved her furniture about and launched into 
my best Ruth Draper monologue, praying I'd 
remember it. And suddenly I was interrupted by 
a sound that I couldn't place, which sounded like 
a cat mewing, and I realised that it was Maureen 
convulsed with laughter. She was literally mewing 
with mirth, wiping her eyes. And at the 
‘ she said 'You're bloody good!"' 

The upshot was that Lipman 
suggested that they did a two- 
hander: she'd play Joyce and Jane 
would play Ruth. How did that 
feel? "Like a hammer blow to the 
brain," says Jane with a laugh. "I 
knew it would be a one-off - I had 
my eyes open and my feet firmly 
on the ground - but for a few 
magical months I was immersed in 
her world." 

The play, penned by Jane 
and tweaked by Lipman, was 
performed at The Stables 
theatre in Milton 

Keynes, a favourite 
of Grenfell's, in 
2010, "and it 
got a standing 
ovation. I will 
never, ever 
forget it. 

"That was 
such a high, 
I thought 
how do I 


follow that? Who do I do next?" She toyed with a 
few possibilities, but none seemed quite right, "so 
I just waited for the inspiration to strike." 

And it did - in a completely unexpected 
way. In November 2014, Jane was rushed to 
Addenbrooke's in severe pain; it transpired that 
she needed a gall bladder operation, which took 
place in March last year, "and I was told in no 
uncertain terms that I must not teach, so I was 
forced into sabbatical. I'd never had six weeks off! 
So I thought 'I need to do some reading'." 

The Christmas before, Jane's father had given 
her his war diaries. "He said 'I'm blind now, I can't 
see them any more; do you want them?' And I 
said 'My goodness, yes!"' 

Len Bower is 95, and still living in his native 
Leeds. "He's very lucid and witty, and a fascinating 
conversationalist," says Jane, her face lighting 
up. "A very intelligent man; deep and 
thoughtful with a wonderful sense of 
humour and wordsmithery. 

"But of course I didn't know him 
when he was 19. So I sat and got 
to know my dad as a young man 
- and I suddenly realised that 
this was my next show; that the 
person I needed to be was not 
a famous 50-something woman, 
but a 19-year-old man, which was 
quite a 'eureka' moment. 

"But then I had the awful task of 
ringing Dad and asking his permission," 
she adds. "I was dreading him saying 'Oh, I don't 
think so!' So I did ask him, and initially he just 
said 'Who would possibly be interested?', and I 
said 'Dad, this is gold! Do you trust me with the 
material?' And eventually he said 'Well, if anybody 
would be interested . ..'" 

Len was training to be an illustrator when war 
broke out; he joined the RAF as ground crew 
and spent his war repairing aircraft, locally at 



Mildenhall as well as in Lincolnshire and Wales, 
"so this was a massive change for a 19-year-old 
who'd only known a loving home in the same 
place," says Jane. 

Len kept a diary for every single day of the war, 
"and what interests me is the juxtaposition of 
things that are very mundane, and things that are 
hugely emotional, like friends being killed: 'Had 
egg and chips today, went to the NAAFI, Anning 
died, Greece at war with us, bed early'. And you 
think 'What was that?!' And you read again, and 
his friend Ken Anning is just one of many. 

"I spoke to him about it - that's what's so 
wonderful, he's still there to ask - and he said 
'You couldn't possibly be emotional. How could 
you be? Because if you behaved like a bereaved 
person you'd be crying on your bunk all night. You 
couldn't do that'. 

"But what's interesting is when the war 
ends he notes that he has all kinds of 
nervous complaints. Men just fell to 
pieces when it was over. 

"So many of his close friends 
died. You can't believe how many 
bereavements there were. And 
even though he was ground crew 
and never saw action, the things 
that he did see - the horrendous 
accidents with fire, and petrol, and 
planes - just one would give you a 
nervous breakdown now, but then it was 
every other day. 

"But he said you tended to think of them as 
numbers: he'd say 'We lost four', meaning four 
planes, rather than 'We lost 20', which would 
mean the lads. Ground crew thought of planes, 
not people. That was part of your training." 

Eventually Len was singled out to become an 
instructor, "and Dad said that was the beginning 
of the realisation of his true vocation - as an art 
teacher. 
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"It was all about how to fix a plane, but there 
were ways of doing that: Dad made it humorous, 
he made it interesting. He was a born teacher, 
and just loved what he was doing, and gave 
up illustrating when he came out of the war to 
become an art teacher. So it's watching a young 
man discover himself." 

So . . . she's on stage as him? "This was the 
next thing: how does a 60-year-old woman 
become a 19-year-old man? How was I going 
to do that? Well a good actor can make the 
audience accept and believe anything at all. 

"Like a good teacher who can draw the 
children into a good story, you can become 
the monsters, you can become anybody, and 
I thought there's no reason whatsoever why I 
cannot be a 19-year-old man. All I have to do is 
tell the audience that that's who I now am." 

It clearly works: Daddy's Diaries was 


performed for the first time last September, and 
the response, says Jane, was "humbling. And 
pretty overwhelming. People were in tears, and 
I got lots of emails afterwards from complete 
strangers." 

Sadly, though, Len doesn't want to see the 
show, "and while it is upsetting to me on one 
level, I've got to put myself in his shoes: would 
I want to watch someone else doing a show 
about me aged 19? Would I not just squirm with 
horror?! 

"The other thing, of course, is it's a very painful 
and poignant part of his life. But he still says it 
was the best thing that ever happened to him 
because of what came out of it. It formed him as 
a human being. He made friendships that lasted 
forever, he met men from all walks of life who 
he'd never have met if he'd stayed in his cosy 
middle-class Leeds life, and it led to his career - 
an enormously successful career." 

Does she feel differently about her father now? 
"I respect and admire him in a new way, knowing 
that he was covered in oil, mending aeroplanes, 
often at dead of night in the freezing cold, losing 
friends, seeing hideous accidents ..." she tails 
off. "You can't help but just be hugely in awe of 
anyone who went through that. 

"And he was one of thousands and thousands 
who gave up their youth. This is what these 
young men did for us - they gave up their youth 
entirely. We really don't know we're born." 

But the show isn't, she says, all about the dark 
side: "It's a very humorous story and it's a very 
poignant story, so you've got that wonderful 
blend of laugh-out-loud moments coupled with 
the absolutely tragic fact that these men had to 
do this. 

"And it's a love story: it's a story of someone 
falling in love, and it's a story of somebody 
working through war to find their own peace."

Deals on wheels for all the family 
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Plan for action 
in an emergency 


HAVERHILL could be the 
first urban area in Suffolk 
to create a plan to deal with 
emergencies such as fire, 
flood or plane crashes. 

The plan - known as a 
“community resilience 
plan” - would list places that 
could be used as rest centres 
if people had to be evacu¬ 
ated from their homes, and 
volunteers who could help 
with the process. 

The Haverhill Arts Centre 
was visited on Tuesday by 
Sue Herne, of Suffolk’s joint 
emergency planning unit, 
who talked through what 
the plan would involve. 

Mayor of Haverhill, Betty 
McLatchy, said: “I think 
our geographical situation 
means that we really should 
get ahead with it.” 

Ms Herne said that there 
were more than 20 such 
community resilience plans 
in place across Suffolk, and 
that she had seen some of 
them in action in coastal 
communities such as South- 
wold when there was a tidal

surge. She said: “Commu¬ 
nity groups have been very 
successful not only during 
the incident itself but dur¬ 
ing the recovery afterwards. 
We’ve got local people help¬ 
ing local people.” 

But not one of the plans - 
which supplement local au¬ 
thority plans for what to do 
in an emergency - has been 
created in an urban area, 
despite the dramatic effects 
a disaster could have on a 
town. 

Ms Herne said: “If you 
took a 200-mile radius 
around a built-up core, 
that’s an awful lot of people 
to be evacuated.” 

She said that events that 
could lead to an emergency 
plan being put into action 
included a major fire, flood, 
traffic accident or power 
outage, as well as such dis¬ 
asters as a plane crash or an 
acid leak. 


Although the commu¬ 
nity resilience plan relies 
on volunteers from the local 
community helping out in 
times of need, no member 
of the community would be 
put in danger and volunteer 
groups receive the same 
back-up as the borough 
council’s team. 

Ms Herne said that mem¬ 
bers of the community who 
had proved especially good 
at planning a community re¬ 
sponse included those who 
had worked in the emer¬ 
gency services, but anyone 
could take part. 

Cllr McLatchy said: “Un¬ 
fortunately, we are living 
in times when things could 
happen. We are under threat 
from various sources.”
